facturers Record, has interested it­ 
self in the problem of prohibition 
enforcement and suggests “a sure 
way to destroy bootlegging.” 
It 
is of interest to note that hundreds

magazines 
and 
newspapers 
which make no claim to church 
affiliations are insisting th a t the 
prohibition laws be strictly enforc­ 
ed because they are laws. 
Prohi­ 
bition has pledged 
its unlimited 
support and good citizens obey the 
law. 
The M anufacturers’ Record says, 
in presenting its suggestion for 
the tightening of the enforcem ent 
lines: 
“ Why could not a law be paaaed 
fining every bootlegger aa a pen­ 
alty the full amount of all the 
money he has made out of the bus­ 
iness, in addition to a jail sentence 
and then an additional sentence 
until the full am ount of his fine 
has been paid. 
Through the en- 
for> ement of such law bootlegging 
would instantly cease. 
Nobody 
but bootleggers or those connected 
with bootlegging, could question 
the justice and v. isdom of such a 
law. 
“ Every bootlegger is a criminal 
at heart. 
Ile is doing bis utm ost 
lo destroy 
our country 
and to 
spread his criminality everywhere. 
The love of money is the inspiring 
motive of his work. 
Make it im­ 
possible for him to keep a single 
dollar that he makes, and keep 
him in the penitentiary a t hard 
w'ork until he repays every dollar 
that he has gained by his traffic 
and bootlegging would become one 
of the most unpopular industries 
of the entire country.”

This resolution is as follows: 
“ WTiereas we believe our A gri­ 
cultural E xperim ent Station Sys­ 
tem to be a necessity and effective 
agency fo r the scientific study and 
the practical solution of the prob­ 
lems confronting the livestock in­ 
dustry: 
“T herefore, be it resolved: T hat 
w'e comm end our Legislature upon 
its action wherein it provided more 
reasonable financial support fo r 
E xperim ent Station work in this 
S tate and urge upon th a t body 
and our Governor the im portant 
relation which this work bears to 
the welfare of our industry and 
of our S tate.” 
L et us reflect upon w hat this 
resolution has to say. 
The first 
idea is th a t cattlem en. . . .“ believe 
our A gricultural E xperim ent S ta­ 
tion System to be a necessary and 
effective agency fo r th e scientific 
study and the practical solution 
of the problems confronting the 
livestock indus1(^y.”

islature and our Federal Congress 
to the problems with which they 
are confronted, and present ideas 
concerning both the agency which 
should study and solve these prob­ 
lems and the size of the necessary 
budget for it to do this work ef­ 
fectively.
